kind of stuff,” said Ryan Button, advisor for the 
Green Committee and sociology professor. 

One main goal of the project is to generate 
community service and propose the idea that 
everything works best if done in conjunction; 
the Green Committee is also hoping to expand 
their effort to beyond TJC. 

Students are going to grow many types of 
seeds in their garden, and those seeds are going 
to produce large amounts of food. 

“We’re going to have a by-product of 
thousands and thousands of pounds of food,” 
said Seguin. 

The plan at first was to use the food 
produced in the garden to supply TJC and 
make some of the things students eat at the 
cafeteria organic. 

“We thought originally about making the 
school itself green, so everything we eat in the 
cafeteria would be food-grown,” said Seguin. 
“Of course there’s contracts with Aramark and 
some different things like that, that we ran into, 
so that ended up not being able to happen, but 
we didn’t give up.” 

Instead of using the food grown in the 
garden to supply the school, they’re donating it 
and helping a greater cause. 

“Since we can’t use it on campus necessarily, 
we’re going to give it to PATH who then gives 
it to Salvation Army and this is going to be 
thousands of doUars worth of food that we’re 
going to give to them,” said Seguin. 

Since this is the Tyler Junior College 
Student Garden, the funding is coming from 
the students. The Committee is receiving 
SSFAC money for the project. 

“We could’ve taken the garden and got 
a name put on it, have a donor from outside 
of the college put up money for a garden, that 
would be an easy sell, who wouldn’t want their 
name on that?” said Button. “We held out for 
SSFAC funding, that’s student money, money 
that the students are giving us.” 

Ryan Button was the one who inspired the 
students to take the initiative and try to implant 
more sustainability on campus. The student 
club started around two years ago. Everything 
began with the Honors Colloquium class.

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Department of Education cuts ties with for-profit accreditor

The Department of Education has decided 
to sever relations with the largest accrediting 
agency of for-profit colleges and universities, 
the Accrediting Council for Independent 
Colleges and Schools. 

“They were having issues with graduation 
rates, with escalating costs of loans and with 
performance measures,” said Dr. Juan Mejia, 
TJC provost. 

The decision was made after a lengthy 
controversy over the council s loose oversight 
of their accredited colleges. Unlike state-run 
colleges, for-profit colleges are more similar in 
function to private universities. 

“Unfortunately, those schools that are for- 
profit are also significantly more expensive 
than regional universities or community 
colleges that are regionally accredited,” said 
Mejia. “So therefore, it s predictable that there 
will be less enrollment because, the only way 
to attend those schools is heavy financial aid, 
unless someone's just very well off.” 

Now that the government no longer 
recognizes ACICS, the institutions accredited 
by the council can no longer legally award 
graduates with degrees.This decision will affect 
an estimated 600,000 students. The effect this 
may have on TJC is that enrollment numbers 
might see a significant jump. Though, Dr. 
Mejia doesn't anticipate any tuition changes

due to the possible influx of students. 

“When the Department of Education 
says, we're not going to give the authority to 
ACICS to accredit private institutions, they 
miss federal financial aid opportunities for

those students,” said Mejia. 

The process of accreditation involves 
visits to institutions from teams who evaluate 
many aspects of a college's functions, and 
determines whether their operations meet 
the council's standards. TJC is regionally 
accredited through the Southern Association 
of Colleges and Schools. 

“They'll look at the credentials of the 
president, they'll look at my credentials, the 
[vice president] for finance, the director of 
the library,” said Mejia. “There's some faculty 
that may be very capable, but are they eligible, 
based on their programs of study that they 
had to teach that course ... It starts getting 
very specific about their credentials.” 

Mejia proudly mentioned that TJC, 
although only a junior college, has met 
the standards of universities that offer 
baccalaureate degrees.

TJC’s science professor receives highest honor membership

The National Association of Biology 
Teachers has honored TJC s very own, 
Dr. Margaret “Betsy” Ott, by naming her 
2016 NABT honorary member. 

NABT started out in 1938, with 
thousands of educators that joined 
their organization. NABT has been 
recognized as a “leader in life science 
education.” In 1964, they started their 
honorary membership to recognize 
outstanding science professors/teachers 
and science researchers. In order for 
one to qualify for this honor, nine 
individuals must endorse them to 
receive the honorary membership in this 
organization. 

“NABT started out as an 


organization for high school teachers,” 
said Dr. Ott, a TJC biology professor. 

Dr. Ott has been a professor at TJC 
since 1982, teaching non-majors biology, 
majors biology, botany and anatomy 8c 
physiology I 8c II, and she also taught 
environmental science. 

Over the years, they finally expanded 
and let community college professors 
become a part of the organization. 

“WeVe expanded since then. I 
joined NABT in 1984...the first time 
I went to a meeting was the first time 
they opened it where community college 
teachers could join,” said Ott. 

Ott earned her bachelors degree 
at University of Alabama. She obtained 
her masters at Auburn University, and 
received her doctorate at Stephen F. 
Austin State University in Nacogdoches. 

“I went to Auburn for my husband s 


masters, I took courses at University of 
Texas at Tyler and ended up getting my 
doctorate at Stephen F. Austin,” said Ott. 

All of Ott s degrees were the study 
of biology, and her doctorate in the 
forestry department of biology. 

Dr. Ott has served at numerous 
NABT conferences. In 1990, she served 
two terms on the Board of Directors, 
and was also President of NABT back 
in 2004. 

When she first heard she was being 
honored by NABT she was taken by 
surprise and couldht believe so many 
saw her as a leader. 

“Any time you win something like 
this, it s an adrenaline rush. It s not a 
feeling of embarrassment or shame, but 
it feels like I doht deserve this. There 
are so many other people.. .It s a rush of 
good feeling to know people went out of 


their way to nominate you,” said Ott. 

Ott win receive the award during a 
luncheon held by NABT on Nov. 5 in 
Denver, Colorado.

TJC failed to report ‘unfound

An attempted sexual assault in Ornelas B from 2014, later classified 
as “unfounded”, was not included inTJC s required annual security report. 

All colleges are required to release an annual security report. Listing 
all crimes committed in the past year, including: criminal homicide, 
sex offenses, forcible sex offenses, robbery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
motor vehicle theft, arson, weapons possession, Hquor law violations, drug 
related violations, hate crimes and crimes unfounded. 

“Starting with the 2014 report, which was due in October 2015,

March 7,2013. The Department of Education issued its final regulation on 
Oct. 20,2014. The regulations went into effect for all colleges on July 1,2015. 

The annual report of each year is due on Oct. 1 of the subsequent 
year. This made the report of 2014 due on Oct. 1,2015. 

Campus Police Chief Randy Melton is the one responsible for 
creating the annual security report. 

“It’s an interpretation. Chief of Police Melton interpreted that 
the first year that 'unfounded’ needed to be reported was 2015,” said 
Kimberly Lessner, TJC Executive Director of Marketing, Media and 
Communications. 

According to the U.S. Department of Education’s Clery Act 
handbook: 

“Beginning with, the reports due in 2015, institutions have been 
required to include in the Web-based survey and the annual security report 
statistics for the total number of crime reports that were “unfounded” and 
subsequently withheld from crime statistics during each of the three most 
recent calendar years.” 


Reports due in 2015, including the 2014 report fall under the 
Reauthorization Act. 

Lessner said that in the form to fill out the number of cases, on the 
U.S. Department of Education website, there is no input on 2014 for 
Crimes “Unfounded”. Although, Kilgore College reported two cases as 
“unfounded” on the same website for 2014. 

The annual security report, on the college’s website, does not need a 
specific input, it is a Microsoft Word document table. There is the ability 
to make a new row, CRIMES UNFOUNDED, as it was done for the 
2015 report. 

According to Lessner: 

“TJC Campus PoUce have placed a call to the Department of 
Education to ensure that all TJC crime reporting statistics are fulfilled 
per the requirements. If any discrepancies are found, corrections will be 
made immediately to any impacted reports.” 

Under the Clery Act, universities and colleges may face fines of up to 
$35,000 per violation of federal crime reporting requirements.

Apaches leave no stone unturned when recruiting athletes around the world

Tyler Junior College reaches out to find the best athletes 
not only in the surrounding areas but overseas as well. Because 
of the tremendous history TJC offers, many international 
students are brought to TJC for.guidance and a boost in the 
right direction for their sport he or she chooses to pursue. 

“We have a really nice history at TJC. So when certain 
players aren’t NCAA eUgible, and they’re talking to four year 
schools-division one schools, because of our history, those 
schools will contact me,” said the Men’s and Women’s Tennis 
Coach Dash Connell. 

Coach Connell brings in international athletes annually 
to offer a stepping stone they need to begin their careers. In 
the United States, students begin sports for their schools as 
soon as middle school. But as for other countries around the 
world, many schools don’t offer sports. 

“Nah, there’s none at all,” said the Australian freshman 
tennis player Reid Feehan on schools that offer sports in back 
home. “I was more focused on sports than school. 

Feehan said during the week, a lot of times he would leave 
school early to go home and play tennis to perfect his craft. 

It can be difficult at times transitioning from one Ufestyle 
to another said Alassane Seek, a freshman basketball player 
from Senegal, West Africa. 

“The first time was very difficult because coming from 
Senegal, West Africa it is very different from the way you guys 
are playing it, like the system is completely different,” said 
Seek on the differences in basketball overseas. 

Back home, Alassane also experienced the absence of 
sports from schools. Alassane said many times after school he 
would go and play street basketball. This is why a lot of parents 
contact TJC coaches to have their kids come play here. 

“It can be difficult...but TJC in general and my coaching 
style outside of that is you come here for an education first and 
foremost and the bonus is you get to play a sport you love,” said 
second year Head Volleyball Coach Brandi Hood. 

Coach Hood has brought in several international students 
to play for her in just her second year at TJC. This year, her 
team features two girls from Brazil, one from Austraha, and a 
sophomore from St. Lucia. 

Coach Hood said the transition could even be strenuous 
at times. Just ask freshman Paula Carvalho from Sao Paulo, 
Brazil who came to TJC halfway through the season and is 
already leaving her mark on this team. 

“Her first match, she had gotten off of a flight, ran around 
campus getting ready for classes and dorms-I mean she had 
flown overnight and then stepped on the court and did so 
well,” said Hood on Carvalho’s arrival. 

Despite the difficulty there might be in the transition part 
of this process, many of these internationals have left their

Career Services provides on-campus opportunities 

TJC students are invited to attend workshops in Quest classroom

From helping students write resumes to 
dressing for success, Tyler Junior Colleges 
Career Services is there to lend a helping hand. 

On Sept. 27 and 28, Career Services 
Coordinator Jennifer Renfro held an interactive 
resumes workshop located in the Quest 
classroom in Vaughn Library, which allowed 
students to seek help in writing new resumes or 
fix an existing one. 

“One of the things everyone should do is 
know your resumes forwards and backwards 
because employers ask, ‘How does your 
experience and education relate to the job?’ So 
what you want to do is think about questions 
they might ask and practice,” said Renfro. 

Renfro said students often ask about 
what to do if they like their job but are looking 
around for a new one. 


“A lot of times, the employer 
will ask, ‘May we contact your 
employer?’ and you can select 
yes or no... I think it’s always a 
good idea to get out there and 
do interviews. Maybe you’ll 
get more money, or a higher 
position... so I recommend 
keeping a fresh resume.”

Since many students are not sure what field 
of study they would like to pursue, what career 
opportunities are available, or how to achieve 
their career goals. Career Services has resources 
to help students with career exploration and 
finding employment. Students are able to seek 
individual guidance to identify possible career 
matches based on interests, values, personality 
preferences, skills, and goals. Career Services 
also partnered with the ACT-On Grant to 
bring InterviewStream to TJC, which allows 
students to complete mock interviews from 
home or using their mobile devices.

“A lot of 
students aren’t really sure what they want to 
major in so we provide tons of pamphlets and 
brochures that cover a wide range of topics for 
them to use.” 

Students interested in transferring to a 
four-year university after graduating from Tyler 
Junior College are welcome to use the Resource 
Room to look for potential transfer universities 
and apply for admission. 

“I give them tips based on things that 
I’ve seen or experienced and I really want 
participation so I try to get others to talk about 
what they’ve experienced too,” Renfro said. “I 
hope they can take the skills that I talk about 
and apply them to their resumes or to their 
interview process and carry that along with 
them.”

Students often make mistakes when transferring 

Career Services department gives students advice for future

Many Tyler Junior College students 
plan on transferring to a four-year university, 
but most fail to realize that, without proper 
preparation, their chances of aU of their 
classes transferring are very sUm. 

A lot of the students don t know what to 
do when it comes down to getting ready to 
transfer. Most of the time students make the 
mistake of not knowing the important steps 
to transfer. If a student waits too late, they 
may delay their chances of having to take 
more classes at a university. 

“One of the most common mistakes 
I see students make is waiting until the 
semester before they plan to leave TJC 
to start thinking about transferring,” said 


Maggie RueUe,TJC s Coordinator of Career 
Services. 

Another mistake students usually make 
is not meeting the deadlines to be able to 
transfer to their desired school. 

Students should start finding out what 
they win need in order to make sure they get 
into the school they planned. 

“Usually the minimum of transfer 
requirements require you to have at least a 
2.0 on a 4.0 scale GPA, which depends on 
the school,” said RueUe. “You must also have 
at least 30 credit hours to be able to transfer 
to a school you would like.” 

Students should also keep in mind that 
a four-year college s tuition expenses is more 
than two-years. 

Waiting until the last minute to apply 
for financial aid and scholarships is another 


mistake freshmen and sophomores make 
while transferring to a different school. 

For students who want to apply for 
a scholarship to a university, they can

complete the TJC university scholarship in 
the admissions office. Some universities have 
major-specific scholarships. 

RueUe adds that students are aUowed to 
come by Career Services’ Resource Room to 
see what university would be the best fit for 
them. 

TJC also has information sessions, 
usuaUy located in the Quest classroom on 
the 1st floor of Vaughn Library, every two 
weeks on Tuesdays and Wednesdays for 
students who would hke to know how to 
transfer successfiiUy. They also learn how 
to write essays for universities who require 
them. For sessions, students can contact Jan 
Adams, Director of Academic Advising if 
they have any further questions. Adams’ 
office is located on the second floor of 
Rogers Student Center.

In the United States 11.2 percent of aU 
college students will be sexually assaulted 
during their college careers according 
to RAINN, an anti-sexual violence 
organization.This is why it is important for 
students to know the resources available to 
them on their college campuses. 

When sexually assaulted on campus 
the first thing available to a student is the 
option to call the campus police emergency 
number at 903-510-2222. An officer is 
available day or night to assist students. 

Campus police did not respond 
to repeated requests for interviews and 
referred all questions for this story to 
the Director of Marketing. However, 
pamphlets and additional informational 
sheets are available upon request at TJC 
Campus Police headquarters. 

Tracey Williams, who is a Licensed 
Professional Counselor (LPC) at TJC is 
one of the voices a student might hear whe 
seeking help after a sexual assault. 

Whether a student t:hooses to report 
the assault or not, the student has the 
option to make an appointment and seek 
help for the mental trauma that occurs 
with having been sexually assaulted. 

“So the services that I provide in this 
office are counseling services or mental 
health services. And if they would like to 
make an appointment then we make an 
appointment. We try and get them in as 
quickly as possible. I mean, that would be 
considered prioritized case, said Williams. 

A student can make an appointment 
with Williams through the counseling page 
on the TJC website. Additional numbers 
for resources such as the Andrews Center 
(903-597-1351) and the East Texas Crisis 
Center (903-595-5591) are also available 
on this page. 

Another option students have is 
to contact Andrew Cantey, Title IX 
coordinator at TJC. Mr. Cantey was also 
not available for comment. 

For smdents who are not familiar, 
Tide IX of the educational amendments 
of 1972 states, “No person in the United 
States shall, on the basis of sex, be excluded 
from participation in, be denied the 


benefits of, or be subject to discrimination 
under any educational program or activity 
receiving federal financial assistance.” 

This means that a student has the right 
to report an assault and have appropriate 
investigative actions taken by the school. 

Even if a student chooses to also 
report to local authorities and have a 
criminal investigation conducted, this does 
not mean that the school is relieved of its 
own investigative duties into the case. 

Tide IX also requires that schools 
must notify students of available resources 
such as health and mental health resources, 
special housing, academic support and 
legal assistance. 

TJC provides resources for students 
such as mental health support, investigative 
services, and academic resources that can 
be provided to a student based on specific 
needs and circumstances. 

“Education for the victim should 
go without question. But I think that 
something else involved there is that 
there should be education that is targeted 
towards the friends of the victims,” said 
Ryan Button, a professor of sociology 
at TJC. “To understand that there are 
options, but also to understand how to 
address those options under that context.” 

Friends of victims can also be aware 
of sexual assault resources on the TJC 
campus to better ensure that victims 
receive the support and help they need in 
a time of crisis. 

The policie s page on the TJC website 
has a portion specifically dedicated to 
sexual assault. When referring to the 
time after a student has made a report 
the page states, “Any sex-related offense 
(forcible or non-forcible) alleged to have 
been committed by a student- will be 
investigated by Campus Police. Campus 
Police Officers will investigate and take 
action on violations of federal, state, and 
local laws.” 

Four out of five students choose not 
to report their sexual assault according to 
RAINN. Even if a student chooses not 
to report a sexual assault, finding help 
physically, mentally and academically is 
an important step on the victims road to 
recovery.

with their gardens. Now with over one hundred fifty 
members, they finally decided to start this project 
focused on the college. Also, they never had a space 
of their own, and that was one of the reasons for the 
project as well. 

“We’ve worked with local Elementary schools, 
Douglas Elementary, Target Gifted and Talented 
Elementary School. We worked with them and their 
gardens so we wanted a space of our own.” said Button. 

According to Seguin, the project is planned to 
happen some time in November. The members of the 
Green Committee are going to attend the opening 
event where they are going to give out free t-shirts and 
water botdes. 

They meet on Fridays at 3:30 p.m. in the Honors 
Lounge on the third floor in Rogers Student Center.

the importance of creative thinking influences, such as 
art and technological advances. 

Museums are progressing with such technological 
advances by using audio tours to lead and inform during 
exhibitions. However, with the TMA being smaller in 
size, projecting sounds can be intruding to visitors in the 
next exhibition room over. Limited noise capacity gave 
TMA the idea to avoid the use of audio guides, instead 
using Wi-Fi to digitize their works, and access that 
allows user-friendly interaction through touch screen 
monitors and smart phone use. 

“Recently we’ve started to do tours for the art 
instructors, and the first thing we do is have everybody 
pull out their cell phones because we have several things 
that we do to get them involved,” said Interpretation 
Manager Derek Frazier. 

Wi-Fi being accessible to students and museum 
visitors will allow digital access to TMA’s permanent and 
temporary art collection pieces, including information 
and links to similar artistic works. Memberships are 
offered to the public, however students can become a 
museum member at no additional cost. 

The on-campus museum considers that students 
could use additional, inspiring areas to work, therefore 
offering a quiet atmosphere set with tables and seating 
for studying and eating conveniences. The cafe is open 
four days a week, Tuesday through Friday, with a number 
of soups and sandwiches varying at reasonable prices.

Student Senate and Phi Theta Kappa are taking 
action in response to recent crimes; an armed robbery 
and a separate case of deadly conduct the night of Sept. 
21 on the TJC Campus on adjacent to Magnolia Street. 

Mackenzie King, Public Relations Officer of the 
Student Senate said that the Student Senate will be 
conducting active shooter training. 

Phi Theta Kappa is educating people about the 
responsibilities of being licensed to carry a gun. 

“We are just having a presentation on the 
responsibilities, pros and cons of becoming licensed to 
carry as part of Phi Theta Kappa members research,” 
stated Sponsor of Phi Theta Kappa, Gigi Delk in a text 
message. 

These incidents have students and staff concerned 
for their safety. 

“Pm all alone out there because a lot of the time 
Pm the only cadet working that day. And then I hear 
loud noises; Pm like please tell me that s metal on metal 


and not what I think it is,” said Rebecca Graham, TJC 
Cadet. 

Students are disappointed with the crimes 
occurring on campus this semester. 

“It s just ridiculous that this is happening. Nothing 
like this happened last year, it s just disappointing,” said 
King.

Students and faculty received email alerts Sept. 21 
at 10 p.m. and 11 p.m. notifying them of the separate 
incidents that occurred that night. 

The first alert issued at 10 p.m. stated: 

“At approx 7:3 Ip a robbery of individual call 
was received from a student in the parking lot behind 
Bateman Hall. Suspects were described as a Black 
female 8c 2 black males. Suspect vehicle is a dark blue 
honda. Vehicle left scene and was last observed north 
on Beckham.” 

The second alert issued at 11 p.m. stated: 

“Campus Pohce are currently investigating an 
incident where a student advised that while in the 1200 
Blk Magnolia a black 4 door Accura type vehicle pulled 
along side and the suspect pointed a rifle at him. Driver 
and passenger were both Black males with blonde 
tipped dreads.”
